He was born at Riese, province of 


Venice, on June 2 Ibj5, and christened 
in the town chapel where he is regis 
tercd simply 'Giuseppe Sarto —Joseph 
Sirto 
He was seat to the schools of 


luese until ho was fifteen years old, 
then entered the diocesan seminary ol 
Trevisoasa candidate for the priest- 
hood 


He studied there for nine years and 


was ordained a priest in the Church of 
Pardova in September 
IS 18 
During 


his student days he showed remarka 
ble ability as a speaker so that none 
of his companions 
was 
astonished 


years afterward to hear of the won 
drous preacher of the provinces, ' Pa 
dre Giuseppe birto ' 
He won several 


prizes for his Latin orations and theses 
on theological questions 


After hu ordination Father barto, 


as he was then called, was adopted by 
tHe bishop of the diocese of Castel- 
franco in Lombardy 
For a time he 


labored as a preacher under the direct 
guidance of the diocesan bishop 
but 


was later appointed to the pastorate 
of St Raphael s church in Tombolo a 
town of the same diocese 
He remain 


ed in Tombolo from 18 >8 until May, 
1867, when he was transferred to the 
permanentrectorate of St Paters in 
Salcauo, a more prosperous and thick- 
ly populated city in the province of 
Lombardy 
Here Sa,rto began his ofE 


cial career 
From the moment he was 


promoted his uncommon ability show 
ed itself 


Ecclesiastical honors came to him 


slowly but generously 
In 1875 he was 


appointed chancellor of the diocese, di 
rector of the seminary at S&lcano and 
examiner of both the regular and sec 
ular clergy 
Later he was made a 


judge of the ecclesiastical tribune and 
finally vicar capitular of the diocese 
He became prominently identified 
with various associations for the amel- 
ioration of the conditions of the poor, 
the betterment 
of civic 
life and 


the eternal rights of justice to the 
working classes 
In 18S4 he was rec- 


ommended for the vacant see of Mantua 
by the provincial bishops and clergy 
andmlSSI Pope LBO appointed him 
In 1893 in the consistory held by Pope 
Leo he was made Patriarch of Venice 
and two days later created a cardinal 
under the title of ban Bernardo Card- 
iial barto s pastoral letters are mas- 
terpieces of erudition and sound doc
